Propose record 
Levee spending

A record high general fund 
operating budget of $1,880,700— 
projecting a deficit of $488.929 
has been posted for public in 
spection by the East Side Levee 
and Sanitary District 

The new budget, which totals 
$2,854,915 for all fund accounts, 
including an $859,215 payment 
of bond principal and interest, 
will be subject to a public 
hearing and levee board action 
in February. The hearing date 
will be announced later. 

General fund appropriations 
for the levee district's | 1974 
fiscal year are increased 
$581,125 over the $1,299,575 in 
expenditures projected for 1973 
The levee district's fiscal year 
is the same as the calendar 
year 

In addition to the general fund 
expenditures, the new tentativg 
budget sets up appropriations-of 
$75.000 for the Municipal 
Retirement Fund, $25,000 for 
audition, $15,000 for liability 
insurance and the $859,215 bond 
payment. These accounts are 
financed by special tax ex- 
tensions which will be sufficient 

fund these items without 
s, according to the budget 
figures. 

In the general fund, however, 
the budget projects available 
revenue at $1,391,771, or $488,929 
less than the $1,880,700 in 
anticipated expenditures. 

Virtually all of the general 
fund increase is in two items—a 
$610,000 budget for project 
costs, compared to $500,075 
budgeted last year, and a 
$950,000 appropriation for 
general maintenance, an in- 
crease of $475,950 over last 
year’s maintenance budget of 
$474,050. 

Project costs are budgeted for 
work on the levee district's 29 
different projects, including 
pumping stations, drainage 
canals and ditches. Levee 


Further regulation 
of massage parlors 


The City Council of Madison 
on Tuesday night adopted an 
additional ordinance further 
outlining) regulations governing 
masseurs’and masseuses in the 
city. It will be added to an 
earlier ordinance governing 
licensing of massage parlors, 
health [clubs and similar 
businesses. 

The ordinance calls for any 
person engaged in the activity 
of a magseur or masseuse to 
pay a $75 annual license fee; 
show proof that he or she has 
taken and satisfactorily passed 
a course of study amounting to 
or being equivalent to 12 
semester hours in physio- 
t! erapy at an accredited junior 
college or its equivalent; and 
satisfactorily pass a written 
examination given by the city 
clerk. 

Persons interested in ob- 
taining @ license must make 
written [application with the 
city clerk at least seven days 
prior to|the examination, and 
pay an examination fee of $50 
seven days prior to the exam. 

Any person, firm or cor- 
poration that violates or fails to 
@omply with any provision 
could be fined up to $500 for 
each offense, and every day the 
party continues contrary to the 
new law|is regarded as a new 


offense. |

> Repair of Quad-City area 
streets damaged by the intense 
cold, snow and ice during the 
past’ weeks wos under way 
today by street department 
workers of Granite City, 
Madison and Venice. 

Officials in all three com; 
munities reported many street& 
are damaged by chuckholes and 
buckling that present a serious 
hazard to motorists. 

Extensive damage was 
caused to Granite City streets, 
according to Lionel Portell, 
superintendant of streets, who 
said the more serious conditions 
developed on West Pontoon 
Road, 20th Street and 
Madison Avenue and on parts 
of Niedringhaus: Avenue. 

Granite City street workers 
began applying cold patch to 
broken street surfaces Tuesday 
in an effort to fill chuckholes 
and smooth off rippled surfaces 
Portell said that breaks in the 


streets may continue for 
several weeks until the streets 
become completely dry again. 

No. serious cost factor is in 
volved in the repairs since such 
work is budgeted as regular 
maintenance work, Portell 
added. Granite City has a street 
crew of 25 regular workers who 
have been assigned to the snow 
and ice cleanup during the past 
several days. 

In Madison. street crews also 
were working to repair broken 
street surfaces. They are now 
repairing all. east and west 
streets, and then will begin on 
north and south streets 

Jay Maurer, Venice street 
superintendent, said that while 
there are some chuckholes in 
Venice streets, damage there 
was not extensive. 

The job Of removing snow 
and ice from city streets began 
as soon as milder temperatures

The year!1973 was a good year 

for the Laclede Steel Company 
when compared to many of our 
past years, 

However, our -earnings a8, 2 
percentage of sales were only 
3.1 per ceht, and this is very 
unsatisfactory for a company in 
a heavy industry. 

For the|steel industry as a 
whole, 1)73 .was a very 
signifieant| year. Early in 1973. 
an international steel shortage 
started, |grew increasingly 
more severe as the year 
progressed, and at present is 
quite acute, with every in 
dication that it will continue 
well into |974. 

The present steel shortage is 
far more|severe than the one 
that occurred in 1969 and 1970, 
and is probably not as severe as 
the successive shortages that 
we willl be experiencing 
throughout the Seventies 

Being ~“{out of steel" is a new 
experience for many steel 
buyers in) the United States. 

For decades, this country not 
only had jenough steel to meet 
the needs of the nation, but had 
an amplé amount to export as 
well. This is no longer true 

For more than ten years. one 
Washington administration 
after another has sought to 
control inflation by restricting 
steel prices and profits. As you 
know. these actions have not 
stopped inflation. 

Years| of —government- 
imposed, |formal and informal. 
profit controls have. however. 
effectively restricted expansion 
in the domestic steel industry. 
and in 15|years this nation has 
Jost 20 per cent of the productive 
capacity [required to meet its 
steel needs. 

In 1973, oil drilling crews 
were unemployed for lack of 
pipe. mapy farmers could not 
get bailing wire or barb wire, 
coal miniiig was restricted for 
lack of steel mine bolts, and 
numerous, construction jobs 
across the country were 
stopped or delayed for lack of 
reinforcing bars and other 
steel items. 

Early in the year. the price of 
“cheap” foreign steel jumped 
well abqve the controlled 
domestic levels. and on some 
items the price was two or three 
times higher. 

By the end of 1973, very little 
foreign steel was available at 


the Cost of 

ing Council in Washington 

announced its plan to continue 

price controls for the steel 

industry jin order to control 
inflation. 

if this ision remains 
unchanged, we can count on 
both short and long-term 
undesirable results. 

Short-term, this decision will 
reduce the tonnage of steel 
products to be produced in this 
country during 1974 in spite of 
the national steel shortage 

Laclede, for example. has 
more finishing mill capacity 
than it |has steel melting 
capacity;| hence, in times’ of 
heavy demand. we normally 
buy billdts to roll in our 
finishing mills. 

The Cost of Living Council 
decision |indirectly, but ef 
fectively| prevents Laclede 
from buying the billets needed 
to operate its Madison rolling 
mill at capacity. and in a-like 
manner restricts the operation 
of Lacledé’s Alton mills. 

Similar | disruptions are oc 
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curring in other domestic steel 
companies. 

The result is not only un- 
necessary unemployment for 
steelworkers. but short work- 
weeks and unemployment in a 
wide variety of steel-conSuming 
industries as well 

The long-term result of this 
decision is that the present 
systematic elimination of our 
domestic steel industry will 
contmue. 

There is no way that the steel 
industry can attract the capital 
it needs for expansion if it is 
continually denied the right to 
earn a fair return on in- 
vestment 

Let us hope that the present 
administration will remove 
both the formal and informal 
earnings restrictions on the 
steel industry in 1974, and 
return to the industry the right 
to earn and to expand

The year 1973 was both good 
and bad for farmers, but the 
good outweighed the bad and 
most Madison County farmers 
earned record high net farm 
incomes. 

And they are making 1974 
farm production plans with 
optimism about good profit 
prospects—but with their plans 
tempered by probable  shor- 
tages of certain production 
items and by higher operating 
costs. 

Higher prices received by. 
farmers for livestock and 
livestock products and farm 
commodities accounted for 
much of the profit success 
farmers experienced in 1973. 

The 1973 farm season started 
with farmers under stress. They 
experienced an adverse harvest 
season in 1972. 

1972 crops were not 

d until late winter and 
spring of 1973 because of wet 
weather and muddy field 
conditions. Dela d harvest 
resulted in substantial field 
losses of grain. 

Everyone remembers the 
flood of 1973. Farmers were 
late getting crops planted 
throughout Madison County. 
Muddy fields were the 
problem. 


and soybeans were 


were planted 
during July. However, late 
summer and fall weather. 
favored late-planted crops. 

‘And ideal weather for crop 
growth and for harvest con- 
tinued into very late fall. 

Corn and soybean yields in 
Madison County in 1973 were 
slightly below average 

But higher prices more than 
made up the difference for 
lower yields, and farm incomes 
were much higher than those of 
past years. 

Live beef cattle and hog 
prices peaked in| August. 1973. 
Farmers received an average 
of $56.50 a*hundred pounds for 
hogs and $53.20 a hundred 
pounds for beef cattle that 
month. 

Then prices steadily dropped 
to an average during 
November of $40.40 a hundred 
pounds for hogs and $37.80 a 
hundred pounds for beef cattle. 

Livestock and dairy en 
terprises were profitable in 
1973. 

But now that livestock feed 
prices are two and one-half 
times higher than a year ago, 
and other production costs 
substantially higher, livestock 
producers will need to do some 
close figuring to earn a 
reasonable profit during 1974 

‘They will look for ways to cut 
costs, particularly feed costs 

Agricultural production in 

1974 will be a whole new ball 

game. Cost-price ratios will 

be difficult to budget. There 
may not be adequate supplies

Condition of sewers chief 


problem facing ci

There are many areas of 
our economy that show great 
promise— 

The contemplated new 
Granite City Township building 
which will serve many functions 
besides bringing government 
closer to the people; the interest 
Volkswagen is showing in out 
area. 

The construction of the new 
Archer Daniels Midland plant; 
and the overall traffic plan, 
including an overpass to West 
Granite 

However, the present con- 
dition of the sewers throughout 
our city has the greatest single 
effect on our economic outlook 
for the short term. 

The sewer breaks are being 
caused by an abnormally high 
water table—which—in 
certain areas of our city not 
affected by industrial pumping 
of ground water—is within eight 
feet to 10 feet of the surface of 
the ground. 

The sewers were laid in those 
areas, as allover town, 12 feet to 
17 feet below the ground and 
they are, in effect, under water. 

The rise in the water table 
has been caused by a com- 
bination of heavy rainfall in the

past few years, the reduction of 
industrial pumping of, ground 
water from 30 million gallons 
per day to 10 million gallons per 
day, and the worst flood of the 
Mississippi River in 200 years. 

As with any problem, the first 
step in solving it is to determine 
the cause and we feel that this 
has been done. 

Now that the cause or causes 
have been determined, we are 
attempting to determine the 
correct solution. To do this, we

have utilized the Corps of 
Engineers, the Geological 
Survey of the University of 
Illinois, and our own engineer 
and hydrologists.

Clark refinery. : 
being expanded

Clark Oil & Refining Corp. 

Clark,-Oil & Refining Cor- 
poration, 9s a major Mid- 
western refiner-marketer with 
virtually no crude oil produc- 
tion, has been immensely af- 
fected by recent changes in the 
petroleum business stemming 
from the much-publicized 
“energy shortage” conditions in 
the United States. 

With crude oil reserves in this 
country decreasing and demand 
mounting rapidly, the U. S. has 
become more than ever 
dependent on imported oil from 
the Middle East, Canada, 
Africa and other prolific 
producing areas. 

The cryde-short refiner- 
marketer, under these changed 
conditions, is enabled freely to 
import its needs from foreign 
areas at a price. 

Hence, profits for them as 
well as for the industry 
generally, will stem largely 
from the | transportation, 
refining and marketing sectors 
of the business rather than from 
production as heretofore. 

This situation’ consequently 
tends to act as a great leveler 
and places a company such as 
Clark Oil right beside the major 
integrated petroleum _ giants. 

However, even under the best 
of conditions, and in 1973 strong, 
demand and increasing prices 
boosted Clark's nine months 
earnings toa new all-time high, 
there are certain difficulties 
which tend to play down the 
impressive results gained thus 
far. 

These problems __ are 
threefold: assured supply of 
crude for company refineries; 
prices which reflect  ever- 
increasing” crude oil costs as 
well as other ‘operating costs; 
and adequate increases in 
refinery capacity to enable the 
company ‘to meet growing 
demand. 

Far from being daunted by 
the problems facing it, Clark is 
gearing its operations to meet 
these challenges as_ it 
adapted to changing conditions 
in the past 

Insofar as crude oil supply is 
concerned, Clark Oil, until 1971, 
purchased substantially all i 
requirements from domestic 
sources. The change in supply 
position since that year has 
been significant, dropping from 
54 per cent to 19 per cent 

It is expected that 1974 needs 
for existing refinery capagity 
will genérallySbe met from the 
areas supplying this year's 
demands—Canada, the U:S., 
Nigeria, Algeria. and Iran— 
along with new Persian Gulf 
sources. 

The company is actively 
engaged in securing the roughly 
108,000 barrels a day needed for 
Clark's refining facilities at 
Chicago and Wood River for 
1974. 

Clark announced earlier that 
its Wood River refinery unit will 
be expanded by 42,000 b-d, with 
completion expected by the end 
of the third quarter of 1974. 

Allowing for possible delays, 
assuming that the refinery will 
be on stream at the end of.1974 
after start-up operations are 
completed, additional crude oil 
supplies must be ready by that 
time. 

It is worthy of note that a 
27,000 b-d capacity platforming 
unit is under construction as 
part of the expansion program 
at Wood River and that work on 
a gas.oil desulfurization project 
is proceeding. 

The platformer will enable an 
increase in gasoline production 
while ‘the desulfurization 
facility permits processing of 
larger amounts of» high sulfur 
crude oil, typical of Middle East 


has, 


crude. 

It was announced at the end of 
July that) hegotiations were 
under way with African and 
Persian Gulf sources to secure 
contracts for . . 1974. 
requirements, which includes 
the additional needs of the Wood 
River refinery. 

In November, Clark. was 
among five U.S. oil companies 
signing @ memorandum of 
understanding for a 
500,000 b-d petroleum, refinery! 
tobe built jointly,’50 per cent by 
the National Iranian Oil Co., 
and the remaining 50 per cent 
ownership divided between 
Clark and the four other U.S. 
companies. 

Pending results of feasibility 
studies, the refinery could be in 
operation in 1977. Should results 
of the ‘feasibility. studies 
warrant construction with 
Clark a participant, the Iranian 
plant would make avpilable to 
Clark 50,000 barrels per day of 
refined products—and possibly 
also a secure source of crude 
oil—-for importation to the U.S. 

Phase IV oil regulations as 
defined by the Cost of Living 
Council have allowed Clark as a 
refiner to pass on crude oil cost 
increases on a monthly basis for 
three refined oducts: 
gasoline, fuel oil and diesel fuel. 

This full pass-through is 
granted at all levels of 
distribytion and is on a dollar- 
for-dollar basis, including in- 
creases in fractions of cents. 
Accordingly, Clark announced 9 
price increase to its dealers. 
and other customers on Nov, 2. 

Clark | Oil — recognizes, 
however, that over the longer’ 
term its ability to pass on ad- 
ditional crude oil costs only on a 
dollar-for-dollar basis would 


result in an erosion of profit, » , 


margins. 

Since an important part of the 
effort by the petroleum industry 
to overcome the energy shor- 
tage involves. construction. of 
new refinery units, restrictive 
price controls on the refining 
business would be of direct 
harm, | ‘ 

‘A high level of profitability is 
necessary ta generate funds for 
the huge investments reqi 
to provide the American con; 
sumer With the energy to 
continue his economic well 
being, 

Clark Oil's new 45,000 b-d 
refinery expansion program at 
its Wood River plant ig a case in 
point. The Chase Manhattan 
Bank estimates capital 
requirements to achieve U.S 
self-sufficiency in petroleum to 
total about $600 billion for the 
15-yedr period to 1985. 

The current and presently 
foreseeable conditions in the 
energy business are serving 
Clark Oil well. The good level of 
product prices, particularly 
gasoline. Clark's — major 
product, along with maximum 
refinery utilization have 
resulted in a new high level of 
earnings. 

Nineteen seventy-three was 
the best earnings year in 
Clark's. history.

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Stress qualifications 
of school bus drivers

Springfield Bureau 
Springfield Parents are 
particular wher it comes to the 
safety of their ‘children. A 
babysitter and pediatrician are 

chosen with care. 

So should be . schéol bus 
drivers in whose hands the 
safety of “over one million 
Illinois youngsters are en- 
trusted each day, and the Office 
of the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction has spelled out 
qualifications for all school bus 
drivers in keeping with that 
concern~ | 

At present in the state, school 
bus transportation involves one 
million children, over 10,000 
vehicles and more than 16,00¢ 
regular and substitute drivers, 
according to Supt. Michael J 
Bakalis. No| school bus, 
regardless of ll known safety 
measures, is {safer than the 
driver who operates it, it is felt. 

Therefore, the school bus 
driver in Ulnois has been 
recognized as p person having a 
tremendous responsibility in 
the overall educational 
program. 

To this end, a list of 
qualifications | of drivers, for 
both small anil large vehicles, 
has been assembled in ‘School 
Bus Transportation,’ a 
publication issied by the OSPI's 
department of pupil services. 

Drivers of | small vehicles, 
defined as automobiles, station 
wagons or carryalls used to 
transport nof more than 10 
passengers, fave the same 
responsibiliti¢s as school bus 
drivers, but their requirements 
are somewha} less defined. 

A completd physical exam, 
tuberculosis test and a current, 
properly classified driver's 
license must be obtained 

In addition, the vehicle must 
be properly | insured and in- 
spected by| testing at a 
designated testing lane cer- 
tified By the Illinois Department 
of Transportation. 

In addition to the driver's 
license and health exam, which 
emphasizes, the condition of the 
heart, visign and auditory 
faculties, a School bus «driver

An applicant will -be turned 
down for any one of these oc- 
currences; donviction of more 
than two traffic offenses within 
a two-year | period preceding 


application, more than one 
accident within that period, 
display of poor driving habits or 
conduct which indicates a 
disrespect for traffic laws or the 
safety of others, in the opinion 
of the OSPI 

Also causes for rejection are 
conviction for reckless driving, 
driving while intoxicated, or 
manslaughter or reckless 
homicide involving the 
operation of a moving vehicle 
during the three years 
preceding application. 

School bus permits are issued 
by the OSPI through the 
superintendent. of the 
educational service region upon 
compliance with the 
regulations 

They are renewable each 
year if the holder obtains a valid 
first-aid certificate, attends 
instructional meetings called by 
local and county authorities, 
and passes a school bus 
operation test on local and state 
laws 

After issuance, a permit may 
be revoked, or suspended if the 
secretary of state determines 
the driver is no longer qualified 
to hold a license or if the driver 
is convicted of reckless driving 

The licensing of bus drivers is 
a function of the Secretary of 
State's Officer's driver license 
division and the OSPI

Police account 
to aid GC fund 


An ordinance which will 
transfer all revenue of a 
miscellaneous police depart- 
ment fund into the city’s 
general fund will be prepared 
for presentation to the Granite 
City Council soon, finance of- 
ficials reported today 

Gerald Parmley, chairman of 
the council's finance com 
mittee, the account in- 
volves miscellaneous revenues 
received by the police depart- 
ment, primarily from fees for 
duplicate copies of accident 
reports, and amounts to $2,000 
to $3,000 per year. 

In the past, the fund has been 
administered by the police 
department and used to buy 
equipment and for general 
operating costs, Parmley said 
He noted that the department 
has a budget for all purposes 
and that finance officials 
believe all revenue outside the 
budget amounts should go into 
the general fund 

“The city’s general fund 
needs every penny it can get,”” 
Parmley add 

He said there has been 
nothing improper in the han- 
dling of the fund, but that since 
the city recently diverted Fire 
department funds from in- 
surance fees into the general 
fund, the same action should be 
taken in the case of the police 
department.

If the area affected by the 
project does not fall within the 
jurisdiction of a Substate 
Clearinghouse, the letter is sent 
directly to the state counterpart 
which ultimately receives all 
letters, 

They, in turn, begin a 
preliminary review of the 
proposal and route the letter to 
thé appropriate state agencies 
for comment. 

“The Clearinghouse has 100 
federal programs that— 
because of their impact on both 
state and local governments— 
Congress has mandated that 
we look into them and the 
possible ramifications foreseen 
by appropriate state agencies,”” 
Leonard said. 

For example, an application 
from the state Department of 
‘Transportation for money to 
build a new highway may result 
in Clearinghouse contacts with 
the Departments of Con- 
servation, Business and 
Economic Development, 
Agriculture and Mines and 
Minerals and the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 

In each department, a person 
known for expertise in a given 
area will be contacted as to how 
the proposal will affect the 


plans, programs and other 
pertinent, projects of their 
respective’ departments. These 
comments are then passed onto 
the Clearinghouse. 

“The state agency or 
department has the opportunity 
to say whatever they want to 
say about the proposal, from its 

int of view,” related the 
Bureau staff member. 

“It is the Clearinghouse’s 
responsibility for ‘quality 
control’ to weed out the ob- 
viously inacturate statement- 


All of the comments are in 
cluded with the final ap- 
plication. 

Federal regulations also 
require that an environmental 
impact statement be included in 
each application. 

This statement includes a 
study which predicts what 
affect a project will have on the 
air, land, water, economy and 
social structure of the area. 
Usually, it is written by the 
agency requesting the grant 

Within 30 days of receipt of 
the “letter of intent,’' the State 
Clearinghouse, composed of 
Bureau of the Budget staff 
members Lawrence Malone 
and Henry Erickson, must 
notify the applicant. of any 
continuing state interest in the 
proposal. 

If meetings between the state 
agencies and the applicant: or 
more statistics are needed, this 
is the time to do it 

If there is no state interest in 
the proposal, a ‘‘sign off letter’” 
will be sent to the applicant 
This letter must be included 
with the application to the 
federal funding agency 

“The federal funding agency 
does not have to go along with 
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the comments the 
Clearinghouse passes on,”” 
asserted Leonard. ‘They 
generally do, but not always.” 

If the federal funding agency 
does not go along with the 
Clearinghouse’s comments, it 
must notify the state. 

The governor's office 
receives a copy of the com- 
ments and the governor may 
make some of his own. 

“The governor rarely does 
this, explained a member of 
Gov. Daniel Walker's staff. “By 
the time the proposals are at 
this stage, he has already made 
his feelings known.” 

And all of this takes time. 

“The time period involved in 
all of this varies greatly,” said 
Leonard, who is a former 
member of the federal Bureau 
of the Budget. “‘It just depends 
on the applicant. 

‘This has taken a long time in 
implementation. It is being 
done in, every state, and the 
problems have been in basic 
implementation. Only now is it 
becoming workable.”

Harmony till March primary but 
state faces clashes on revenue _

Springfield Bureau 

A late «winter interlude of 
peace and harmony followed by 
4 return to political warfare in 
the spring. 

That's the outlook for Illinois 
state government as it moves 
into the second year. of divided 
responsibility, a Democratic 
governor. and a legislature 
dominated, ‘if by @ narrow 
margin, by the Republicans. 

However, beneath the 
Statehouse Dome there is a far 
different climate, than a year 
ago 

The tenseness and fierce 
antagonism that marked Gov. 
Daniel Walker's éntrance onto 
the Springfield stage last 
January have faded. They have 
been replaced by a relaxed 
feeling of developing good will 

Even the year-long feuding 
between the governor and the 
Republican legislative 
leadership that marked 1973 has 
been shelved, at least for a 
while 

There are two basic factors 
that account for the new,spirit 
of cooperation and good will 
that suddenly) fills the Capitol 

1-Walker has clearly changed 
his earlier stance as the self- 
proclaimed xeformer, fighting 
Single-handedly against all the 


evil forces in state government. 
It’s no longer a simple case of 
the ‘good guy”’ versus the “bad 
guys.” 

2. Mlingis legislators, many of 
whom face serious primary 
opposition, are deeply aware of 
grassroots disgust with 
protracted political wrangling. 

The voters have been stunned 
by the sudden gasoline shor- 
tage. and the winter switch to 
daylight saving. They want 
some quick and specific action 
at all levels to deal with the 
energy crisis. 

As is so often the case, in 
polities, two opposing forces 
realize they can mutually 
gain through cooperation. 
This year, the energy crisi: 
makes compromise relatively 
easy. 

In recent weeks there have 
been increasing signs that 
Walker has become especially 
sensitive to continuous 
criticism that he failed to ac- 
complish anything of im- 
portance during his first year as 
governor. 

‘The energy crisis offers him a 
splendid opportunity to achieve 
passage of a long list of bills on 
a popular issue that ¢an form a 
solid basis to which he can 
“point with pride’ 4 year and 
more from now. 

Republicans in the legislature: 


may offer their own version Of 
some energy bills, but overall 
the issue is too strong for them 
to risk any criticism that. they 
are delaying action on 
measures designed to make life 
for Illjnoisans less trying in a 
difficult itme. 

This is especially so when 
many a. Republican and 
Democratic legislative in- 
cumbent will be facing a test at 
the polls in the March 19 
primary. 

But after that primary, wate 
out! 

‘Then comes the big crunch of 
the annual budget, a big battle 
last year and one in which 
Walker was definitely the loser. 
At the Statehouse, his current 
talk of tax relief is regarded as 
unrealistic 

It is more likely that a 
developing recession, with 
higher unemployment, will 
mean soaring relief costs as 
well asa cut in state revenue, so 
heavily dependent on sales tax 
and income tax revenue. 

The budgetary battle 
certain to be long and bitter. 

Cooperation on meeting the 
energy crisis will fuel peace and 
harmony in the Statehouse for 
the rest of winter, but the 
budgetary spring: winds of 
March will blow in another 
political storm

Price to lead review of nuclear 
role in meeting need for energy 


Congressman Melvin Price, 
chairman of the Joint Com- 
mittee on Atomic Energy, has 
announced the scheduling of 
public hearings for Feb. 5-6 on 
the Development, Growth and 
State of the Nuclear Industry.” 
The hearings are being held 
pursuant to Section 202 of the 
Atomic Energy Act of 1954 

Section 202 of the 1954 Act 
originally required that these 
hearings be held every session 
of the Congress. In 1964, the act 
was amended to make such 
hearings permissive rather 
than mandatory 

At the sanie time, the com- 
mittée became responsible for 
authorization of the entire AEC 
budget and thus the need for 
“202” hearings was lessened 
The last “202” hearings were 
held in August and Septemmber 
1968. 

This year’s ‘‘202"" hearings 
will center -primarily on 
developments’ in the energy 
industry in general and the 
nuclear power industry in 
particular, 

Relative’ to the nuclear 
energy portion-of the hearings, 
it is the intent to ericompass 
industrial opérations in the 
various steps of the fuel cycle 
about which there may be 
concern or _ significant 
developménts—from the 
mining of ore to the ultimate 
disposal of wastes. 

It is expected that the 
discussions®.on “the uranium 
enrichment’ waste 

fement matters will’ be 
since the committee 


recently held extensive 
hearings on these subjects 

The committee intends to ask 
the AEC to provide an overall 
statement presenting _ its 
viewpoint on the state of the 
nuclear power industry. 

The AEC statement is also 
expected to include data on all 
significant energy sources, in 
line with the broader authority 
granted to the Commission in 
1971 and 1972 for performance of 
research and déevelopment in all 
energy fields. 

However, the major portion of 
the hearings will be devoted to 
witnesses from the nuclear 
industry. 

In announcing the ‘‘202"" 
hearings, Cong. Price said: 

“Major developments have 
occurred since the Committee 
last held ‘202’ hearings in 1965. 
Since then, the AEC has been 
given much broader respon- 
sibilities in the energy field. 

“Nuclear power is now being 
counted on to provide a major 
share of the energy needs of this 
countfy in the years|ahead. 

“I believe it is time for the 
committee to examine the state 
of the nuclear industry, and to 
obtain a progress report on 
what has. been achieved in in- 
troducing this badly needed new 
energy source into our economy 
at a time when our supplies of 
fossil fuels—particularly oil— 
are diminishing at an ~in- 
creasing rate. 

“The ‘202;’ hearings have 
served effectively in the past in 
providing such a perspective. I 
strongly urge the appropriate 


representative of the nuclear 
energy industry to come for- 
ward and candidly discuss their 
accomplishments, their 
problems and their future 
plans.” 

Those interested in being 
heard are to contact the Joint 
Committee staff as soon as 
possible in order that. their 
appearance can be given 
consideration and the schedule 
for the hearings developed. 

The committee will assign for 
oral presentation _ those 
statements which it considers 
appropriate for further 
elaboration. 

While it probably will not be 
possible to hear all interested 
individuals requesting to 
testify, all statements sub- 
mitted will be considered for 
inclusion in the record of the 
hearings,” Price said. 

The ‘202’public hearings are 
to be held in the Joint Com- 
mitte’s public hearing room, S- 
407, United States Capitol, 
Washington, D. C.

Delaying airport would 


harm region 


Arven H. Saunders. executive 
director of the St. Louis 
Metropolitan Area Airport 
Authority, which has applied for 
federal approval to develop the 
new, St. Louis Intercontinental 
Airvort at Columbia-Waterloo 
Ill, said Friday that any delay 
in developing a major new 
airport ‘will hurt the St. Louis 
metropolitan area 

“There is no way that the kind 
of airport St. Louis needs for the 
future can be planned and built 
efficiently in less than eight to 
ten years,” Saunders said. 

“Aviation trends and 
forecasts—even the most 
conservative—show that by the 
mid-1980s thé area’s needs will 
far’ exceed the capacity of 
Lambert 

“Responsible government 
officials and private aviation 
consultants employed — by 
organizations _ with widely 
varying objectives agree that 
between 1985 and 1990, St. Louis 
will need an airport with the 
capacity of Chicago's O'Hare 
Field. O'Hare is more than four 
times the size of Lambert 

“It has been shown con 
clusively that Lambert cannot 
handle such loads. Lambert is 
packed into 
that cannot be enlarged, and is 
surrounded by some of the 
area's most congested high- 

's and roads. 

An airport's capacity is 
determinded by its ability to 
handle flights and passengers 
on the kind of scheduling that 
fits with other air centers. This 
means that there will be 
ineyitable hours of peak use, 
requiring runways, terminal 
facilities, and access systems 
geared to those hours," 
Satinders pointed out 

“Those who say the present 
fuel crisis ‘will kifl for all time 
the growth 
neither realistic nor prac 


e many airlines at the 
moment are having serious 


Saunders 


problems, one of the nation’s 
largest system Delta, 
already is optimistic about 

1974. 

“Certainly, energy con- 
servation will—and should— 
influence strongly all future 
transportation planning. 

‘Responsible — planners 
already see a larger role for air 
travel in ar energy-efficient 
transportation system. 

“Further, many economists 
are predicting a period of great 
growth in the late 1970s and into 
the 1980s. They feel that air 
travel will surge. 

“If they are correct, Lambert 
might well be outgrown even 
before a new airport can be 
developed,” Saunders said 

“Clearly, if St. Louis does not 
have an airport that can handle 
the traffic, areas that do have 
the necessary airport capacity 
will get the benefits and the St 
Louis economy will lag even 
further. 

“Indeed, an article in the 
January issue of St. Louis 
Commerce magazine, 
published by the St. Loujs 
Regional Commerce and 
Growth Association; — on 
‘Problems and Potentials of the 
St. Louis Region,’ gives priority 
to development and moder- 
nization of transportation 
facilities 

“The St. Louis area is 
singularly fortunate to have a 
site like the Columbia-Waterloo 
location to meet such a vital 
regional need. Metropolitan 
areas all over the world would 
give almost anything for such a 
fine airport site so conveniently 
located. 

“Further, development of an 
airport at Columbia-Waterloo 
will open the door to a strong 
new future’ for Lambert. 
Experience in Houston, Kansas 
City and now Dallas is in- 
dicative of future demands for 
two airport’ systems — in 
metropolitan areas," Saunders 
concluded. 


Franchise sales require 
disclosure statements 


A new Franchise Disclosure 
Act effective Jan. 1 requires all 
franchisors and subfranchisors 
to file complete disclosure 
statements with the secretary 
of state's office for all fran- 
chises sold for $100 or more in 
Illinois. 


Secretary of State Michael J 
Howlett said the act, approved 
by the General Assembly and 
signed into law by the governor 
on Sept. 21, is being ad 
miffistered by his securities 
division, 

Howlett said enforcement 
provisions are under the 
jurisdiction of the attorney 
general 

“The need to regulate fran- 
chise offerings became ap- 
parent when numerous Illinois 
citizens reported substantial 
losses due to the lack of full and 
complete information regar- 
ding franchises offered for 
sale,” said Howlett. 

He explained that the act 
requires franchisers to make a

Howlett said the act does not 
apply to any franchised 
business operated on the 
premises of the franchisor or 
subfranchisor when the 
business is incidental to the 
business conducted by the 
franchisor or subfranchisor,+ 
including leased departments 
and concessions. 

The act does not apply to 
“securities” as defined or 
construed under the Securities 
Act of 1933 or the Illinois 
Securities“Law of 1953. 

Howlett said franchise 
disclosure application forms 
and copies of the act are 
available at the securities 
division in both Springfield and 
Chicago offices.

Telephone growth in the 
Quad-Cities of Granite City, 
Madison, Venice and Pontoon 
Beach continued at a moderate 
but steady rate again in 1973. 

Currently, there are 39,250 
telephones in this community, 
an increase of about 1,000 since 
1972, Norman Gessley, South- 
western Bell vice-president and 
general manager, told the 
Press-Record today. 

“At this time, Southwestern 
Bell is handling about 200,000 
local and long distance calls in 
the Granite City area on the 
average business day. This is 
about 21,000 calls a day more 
than we experienced in 1972,” 
Gessley said. 

“Looking ahead, we do not 
expect 1974 to be a year of 
major telephone growth in this 
area, but we do expect gains to 
continue at about the same level 
as last year. 

“Continuing development \of 
$1.5 million shopping» center 
facilities on Nameoki Road is 
about one-third completed at 
this time, and that is certainly 
an encouraging sign for. the 
local economy and growth 
picture,” he commented. 

“Community development of 
this type means that South- 
western Bell’s biggest job in 
Granite City will be keeping 
pace with our customers’ needs 

‘We must spend considerable 
construction dollars today in 
order to meet the service 
requirements of tomorrow 

“For example, we spent 
$90,000 for local service im: 
provement and expansion 
programs in Granite City in 
1973, including $34,000 for cable 
to provide service for 81 trailer 
units at West 22nd and Leyden, 
the U. S. Army Granite City 
command. and the new apart- 
ment complex on Maryville 


“If current economic factors 
remain steady, we plan to spend 
as much as $268,000 on similar 
projects in the Granite, City 
area in 1974. 

“About $252,000 of this money 
would be spent for central office 
equipment and $16,000 for 
outside plant facilities, in- 
cluding the placement of ad- 
ditional-underground telephone 
cable,” Gessley related. 

“Like you in the Granite City 
community, we at Southwestern 
Bell) also had to face the 
problem of increased inflation 
last year. Our growth in 1973 
required large expenditures for 
construction and expansion. 

“Naturally, projects of this 
kind require us to raise large 
amounts of capital—money 
which cannot be economically 
attracted by a company with 
insufficient earnings. 

“We have been permitted to 
reprice our services in recent 

§: But the increased 
revenues have been offset by 
the effect of continued inflation 
whieh in 1973 alone raised our 
cost of doing business by ap 
proximateky 7.4 per cent. 

“It is clear that, over a period 
of time, this kind of economic 
imbalance could limit our 
ability to maintain the low-cost 
service we have provided in the 
past,” he concluded.

what has happened to the con- 
cept of sin in modern life. 

Most people seem con- 
cerned only with “how much 
can I get away with without ~ 
getting caught,” he said in a 
recent interview during a tour 
for his new book. 

Menninger admits the book 
will probably be viewed as a 
departure from his previous 
works, which focused on his 
concerns. as a psychiatrist 
and, more. recently, on 
aspects of criminal justice. 

However, he said, the con- 
cepts he discusses in his book 
are part of his belief that 
people have to take more re- 
sponsibility for their actions. 

Most people no longer seem 
concerned about committing 
sins, he said, adding he be- 
lieves most no longer even 
think of the concept of sin. 

“When was the last time 
you really used the word sin to 
describe something?’ he 
asked. “At least a month, I'll 
bet 

‘The big word today is 
expediency. People don't care 
if it's right.-but if it’s expedi- 
ent. 

“Can you get anything out 
of it? 

“No one uses the word sin 
anymore.”’ 

Menninger added he does 
not want to see a return to 
some of the emotional and 
mental damage caused per- 
sons because of overbearing 
concepts of sin which leave a 
legacy of guilt. 

Rather, he said, a new con- 
cept of morality is needed 
where sins are those acts 
which may hurt someone else. 

“So much time and money 
is spent today on our own little 
morality plays," he said. 

“Jails are modern-day 
morality plays. 

“Parents can drive their 
children past one of these and 
tell them, ‘See, if you're not 
good, that's where you'll go.’ 

“They try to scare them 
into behaving good.” 

The problem with today’s 
world, as he sees it, is a 
“great riddle” as posed by 
Socrates. 

How is it, Menninger writes, 
that men know what is good 
but do what is bad? 

“There really, is no 
answer,” he said, ‘and look- 
ing for causes is a high school 
debate.’ 

Persons in positions of 
speaking to the public have to 
show more concern for 
morality, he said, emphasiz- 
ing the roles psychiatrists 
should play in this area. 

“We all have the responsi- 
bility,"{ he-sa:d. “When some- 
thing |come: up, like the 
charges against (President) 
Nixon and (former vice presi- 
dent) Agnev, we all have to 
take the sibility. 

“We the ones who 
elected them.” 7

It may seem peculiar to think 
of your child as an expenditure, 
but the |fact remains that, 
children do represent a rather 
substantial family| financial 
investment. 

However, the returns on this 
investment are not measured in 
dollars and cents. In exchange, 
a child gives pride, love and a 
“bridging of the generation 
gap” to his parents. | 

The family financial in- 
vestment begins almost as the 
child’s life begins. The 
maternity expenses may run 
$1,500 or more if the costs for 
the hospital room, delivery 
room and obstetrician. are 
added together with the costs of 
mother's maternity wardrobe 
and baby’s layette. 

[fa nurse or household help is 
employed when the baby 
comes, the expense figure 
continues to climb. However, a 
second, third or fourth child is 
less expensive than Number 
One because the family already 
has much of the equipment. 

After the birth, the costs of 
raising the child to adulthood 
begin. L 

Each year tends, to be 
soa euslval more expensive. 
Children need food, clothing, 
shelter, medical care and 
transportation. In addition, they 
usually participate in 
development activities, such as 
music or dancing lessons. 

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture and the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics have developed 
cost estimates for each year of a 
child’s first 18 years of life and 
for the entire 18-year period. 

On the average, during the 
first 18 years of life, the cost per 
child ranges from 14 to 17 per 
cent of the family’s income. Of 
course, the figure varies greatly 
according to where the family 
lives—city or rural area, East 
Coast or Midwest, and so forth. | 

Food . and clothing ex 
penditures increase most 
rapidly as a child grows. Other 

categories of expenditures, 
such as housing and_ tra 
sportation, are distributed 
equally among family mem 

erefore, as the family

Another aspect of the cost of 
raising children deals with the 
employment the mother gives 
up while she stays home to care

Even if she does return to 
work before the children are: in 
school, the costs for a sitter 
must be taken out of her salary, 

If the mother works, usually 
she must pay someone at least 
$1.60 to $2 an hour toclean the 
house and care for her children,

mother must pay5.2 per cent of 
the housekeeper’s Wages as her 
share in building up the em- 
ploye's social|securjty fund. On 
the other hand, if the mother 
takes the children) to a child 
care center, her housework still 
needs to; be done.

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Secret reports, secret meetings with Board Staff hampering Southern 
Illinois University trustees in both their image and effectiveness * 


Because two of the trustees 
of ,Southern’ Illinois University 
reside in the .Quad-Cities, local 
residents. tend. to feel a_ bit 
paternalistic toward that institution 
of higher learning. 

The fatherly feeling _ is 
reinforced by the fact that. SIUE is 
the local university (its campus 
boundary is only a short distance 
from the Granite City School 
District boundary) and also by the 
recollection that many Quad- 
Cityans gave generously toward 
acquiring the site and donating it to 
the state fn the early 1960s. 

If called on to give the university 
board some fatherly advice, many 
Quad-Cityans probably would ask it 
to stop violating the Ilinois law 
requiring open meetings by 
governmental bodies 

It seems apparent that not all of 
the board members desire secrecy, 
but the practice has been to cater to 
those who do want to thrash out 
potentially awkward issues behind 
closed doors before going through 
formal voting procedures in public. 


This kind of ‘‘courtesy"’ ought to 
be ended because it is beginning to 
hurt SIU's performance as well as 
its image as a_ freedom-loving, 
democratically-created, — publicly- 
owned university 

How can SIU pretend to be 
devoted to lofty ideals when its top 

making mechanism doesn't 
ther to operate within legal 


How could there have been so 
many months of uncertainty over 
administrators’ authority if the 
trustees openly discussed what has 
been occupying so much of their 
time and attention—whether to 
“‘canonize”’ their liaison 
administrator into a kind of ‘‘Super 
president” directly operating the 
two -100-miles-apart and ‘vastly 
different central campuses. 

SIU at Edwardsville has a lot to 


— 


lose—and already is suffering in 
some ways— from transfer of basic 
administrative decisions to someone 
who has been a Carbondale area 
resident throughout the 1970s. 

From an equal rotation of 
monthly board meetings between 
the two campuses, there has been a 
drift toward holding two-thirds or 
more of them at Carbondale. 

With last week’s icy weather, 
the board met at its southernmost 
location without any key SIUE 
personnel present. 

State Sen. Sam Vadalabene is 
pushing for creation of a separate 
board. His proposal makes a lot of 
sense despite the flood of comments 
criticizing it, many of them from 
Carbondale and some of them citing 
irrelevant factors. 

Certainly, if the single board 
remains intact, in order for it to 
foster continued teaching 
effectiveness it is going to have to 
“fish or cut bait”’ soon. 

The Frankenstein’s monster of a 
miniature system-wide clerical staff 
known as the Board Staff—grown to 
gargantuan power through secret 
behind-the-scenes contacts with the 
board—needs to be terminated. 

It should be ended before it 
moves for total 
control, undermining the existing 
SIUE and SIUC _ operating 
structures, and before it builds a 
needless new empire at vast cost to 
taxpayers and with a great loss of 
efficiency. 

Will the SIU board act soon on an 
issue of such major consequence? 
We'd be better able to answer that if 
more of its deliberations took place 
openl, there are many private 
meetings, and all written Board 
Staff comments are withheld from 
citizens. 

And we suspect that whatever 
the Board of Trustees does is more 
likely to be a responsible decision if 
that decision is arrived at in fuller 
view of the public.

SPRINGFIELD — A total of 
20 state representatives and 
one state senator did not file 
petitions seeking reelection 
next vear 

Tha: represents about a 10 
per cent turnover in member- 
ship for the next session. 
Some of the incumbents will 
be beaten in the election, of 
course, but as a general rule, 
a legislative retirement is 
voluntary 

The turnover will be signifi- 
cantly lower than this session, 
for example, when approxi- 
mately. 70 new legislators 
were sworn in. There are 236 
lawmakers. 

The only senator whose 
term expires who is not seek- 
ing reelection is Jack 
Kneupfer, R-Elmhurst. One of 
the representatives who is not 
seeking reelection is James 
(Pate) Philip, K-Elmhurst, 
who is seeking Kneupfer’s 
seat in the upper chamber.

Four of the legislative can- 
didates from across the state 
were delegates to the 1970 
constitutional convention. 
Eight of the freshmen mem- 
bers this year were delegates. 
The candidates are: 

Ann Willer, D-Hillsdale; 
Wendell Durr, D-Edwards- 
ville; Dwight Friedrich, R- 
Centralia; and Clifford 
Downen, R-Herrin. 

Friedrich, incidentally, is 
one of three former senators 
seeking House seats. The 
others are Gordon Kerr, R- 
Brookport, and Delmer 
Mitchell, R-Johnson City. 


And to top it off, Kerr and 
Mitchell are battling it out 
with former representative 
James Eatherly, R-Galatia, 
in the 59th District — that's 
where Clyde Choate, Richard 
Hart and David Vaught are all 
seeking the Democratic nomi- 
nation! 

Another former member 
who wants té return is Gale 
Williams, | R-Murphysboro. 

Not all of those who are not 
running for their old seats are 
retiring from public life, 
though. Hyde and Soderstrom 
are running for Congress;

committeeman. 


Carter is not a candidate 
because of serious health 
problems (he needs a kidney 
transplant). His 20th District 
will be the only district with- 
out a representative elected in 
the last election.

Certainly one of the most 
confusing elections will be in 
*the Democratic primary in 
the 56th District, the Alton, 
Granite City area — 11 candi- 
dates are seeking the two 
nominations.

Editor’s Note: Gov. Daniel 
Walker, although not totally 
satisfied with his first year in 
office, believes his adminis- 
tration is off to’ a good start.

Q. What do you see as the 
most significant accomplish- 
ment of your first year ‘in of- 
fice?

1 
feel that under this two-party, 
adversary system that we're 
really performing a service 
by criticizing and examining 
the adminsitration.

Q. Which areas? 

ADAMS: Some that come to 
mind right off are the road 
building programs. It was a 
huge program started under 
Gov. Ogilvie and properly 
funded with legislative ap- 
proval. And now this adminis- 
tration doesn’t seem to con- 
cern itself with roads. They 
have no new plans. They 
have, in fact, attempted to 
knock out four freeway pro}- 
ects.

Classrooms, housing 
being built at SIUE

Two major steps taken in 1973 
bode well for future growth and 
advancement of the university. 
Construction is under way on 
two classroom buildings and on 
an expansion of our on-campus 
student housing. 

When the classroom buildings 
are completed in 1976, the tight 
squeeze on. teaching and 
research space which has af- 
fected the campus for several 
years should be eased.

The year 1973 was a year of 
progress for the savings and 
loan industry as a whole, and 
fog the State Loan and Savings 
Association.

“It requires no special skill 
to operate—just use it as you 
would any pen or pencil.

He pointed out that only one 
number should be used for 
the entire family and that all 
removable parts of the item 
should be marked. 


The engraved figures should 
be large enough to be easily 
discernible without defacing the 
item and the numbers should be 
etched in an obvious place. 

Choice items fr burglars 
which should be marked, in- 
clude fishing and golf equip- 
ment, televisions, tape players, 
stereos, radios, cameras,

If you're thinking about dum- 
ping grass clippings, furniture, 
wrecked vehicles, oil, 
newspapers, rubbish or “any 
nauseous of offensive matter” 
on private or public property, 
including highways or rest 
stops, or in rivers, lakes or 
other bodies of water in Illinois, 
one word of advice: don’t 

As of Jan 1, it’s against the 
law, and it carries a pretty stiff 
fine. 

Offenders face a $10-$500 fine 
or, if items are thrown from a 
moving vehicle, possible license 
suspension or revocation. 

Better known as the Litter 
Control Act, it also provides for 
information regarding the act to 
be included on the written 
driver’s license examinations 
as well as in schools’ driver 
training courses. This includes

provisions relative to motor 
vehicle operation. 

Mandatory litter receptacles 
on both public and private 
property also are defined in the 
act. 

The Secretary of Tran- 
_sportation and Director of 
Conservation are responsible 
for prescribing the types of 
litter receptacles placed on 
property within _ their 
respective jurisdictions, while 
owners of private property are 
charged with this respon- 
sibility. Failure to comply with 
the provision carries a $100 fine. 

Even littering one’s own 

property, if it so constitutes a 

“public nuisance or in such a 

manner that the litter may be 

blown or otherwise carried by 
the natural elements” onto 
another person’s property, is 


now unlawful. 

The new law outlaws the 
abandonment of motor vehicles 
on any highway or public 
property or private property not 
owned by the vehicle owner. 

‘About 6,000 vehicles are 
removed from the state's high- 
ways each year, according to 
estimates by Illinois State 
Police. 

Another area hard hit with 
litter is the state’s rest stops. 

However, a $10-$50 fine for the 
first offense, $25-$100 for the 
second and $50-$500 for the third 
(and this stands for all anti- 
litter offenses) may deter 
anyone hauling litter and 
dumping it in, around or on top 
of trash barrels on the highways 
or in rest stops. 

If any of these offenses occur 
from a moving™vehicle, the 


‘driver may be charged with a 
moving violation. 

Basically, conviction of not 
less than three offenses against 
traffic regulations governing 
the movement of vehicles—a 
moving violation—within 12 
months may result. in license 
suspension or revocation. *

Boaters will get fair share 
of fuel, BIA spokesman says 


By VALERIE EVENDEN 

Press-Record Staff Writer 

Fuel will be available for 
recreational boating in 1974 and 
it will be available in the same 
proportions as it is to all other 
“non-priority” users, according 
to Matt Kaufmann, president of 
the Boating Industry 
Association (BIA). 

Kaufmann said that William 
H. Johnson, director of the 
Policy Analysis. Division of the 
Federal Energy Office (FEO), 
told boating industry leaders 
meeting with him in 
Washington that contrary to 
earlier news -pronouncements, 
the FEO had no plans to 
eliminate fuel for use in 
recreational boats. 

“Qur proposals - do not 
discriminate among classes of 
users who purchase gasoline at 
the retail level,’ an FEO 
spokesman said. 

The boating group was also 
advised the FEO in line with the 
attempt of legislation now 
before the Congress wanted to 
avoid the possible unem- 
ployment that could occur if any 
one industry had to assume 
more than its share of the 
burden. 


At the present time-there are 
350,000 fulltime employes and 
another 100,000 seasonal 
workers in the boating industry. 

‘Area boat supply fitms and 
marinas report ‘Considerable 
concern” among boaters and 
prospective boat owriers about 
the availability of {uel for 
pleasure boating this year, it 
was learned. 

Kaufmann said the latest 
statements from Washington 
indicate that we are not as short 
of fuel as we first thought. 

Last week, the FEO made 
public a highly favorable report 
indicating that the nation’s 
gasoline demand was 18.6 per 
cent below forecasts for the 
week ending Dec. 28 and 7.7 per. 
cent below forecasts for the 
month. 

Demand for the four major 
petroleum products, of which 
gasoline is one, was 13 per cent 
below forecast for the week 
ending Dec. 28 and 6.3 per cent 
below forecast for the four-week 
period prior to that date. 

Kaufmann said that the 
mandatory fuel allocations list 
issued by the Federal Energy

Sharp contrast in early 
Ogilvie, Walker records

Ogilvie acted; Walker talked. 
This sums up the basic dif- 
ference in the first years in the 
administrations of Illinois’ past 
and - present governors, 
Republican Richard B. Ogilvie 
and Democrat Daniel Walker, 
in the opinion of some at 
Springfield 

Immediately after taking 
office in 1969, the mild- 
mannered, soft-spoken Ogilvie 
launched a yearlong surge of 
aetivity that was marked by a 
long series of accomplishments 
probably unmatched in Illinois 
history. Walker has ac- 
complished much less. 

Ogilvie’s greatest single 
achievement was heading off a 
massive financial crisis which 
many students of government 
had predicted for Illinois as 
problems built up in the 
pleasant, quiet but drifting 
years under Democratic Gov. 
Otto Kerner. 

This was accomplished 
basically through legislative 
enactment of the. first income 
tax in Illinois history 

Although this success was 
to doom "s political 
career, the come tax has 
since been accepted as 
necessary 

Illinois’ fiscal stabili 

Second only to the income 
tax in importance was 

Ogilvie’s achievement in 
obtaining legislative approval 
of a $2 billion program to 
rehabilitate and expand 
Dlinois’ highways. 

Although this legislation was 
subsequently nullified by the 
Ilinois Supreme Court, which 
held the Highway Trust 
Authority and = bonding 
provisions unconstitutional, the 
precedent had been set and twe 
years later a constitutionally- 
accepted highway law was 
adopted. 


-accomplishment 


There were many othef ac 
complishments, lesser only in 
degree. Aid to schools was in 
creased measurably. There was 
expansion of the state higher 
education facilities, including 
construction of new, pioneer. 
commuter colleges al 
Springfield and Park Forest 

The state's law enforcement 
machinery was strengthened. 
The way was opened for 
removal of the unfair, un- 
popular personal property tax. 

The administration of state 
government was reorganized, 
and budget planning took on a 
whole new aspect. There was a 
switch from biennial to annual 
sessions of the legislature. 

In contrast, Walker after one 
year can claim no major single 

on his own, 
legislatively or otherwise 

The biggest legislative action 
of the year was passage of: the 
Chicago Regional Transit 
Authority bill, but this was the 
result of a compromise with the 
Republicans. 

The first Ilinois lottery law 
was the creation of individual 
legislators. ‘Increased “benefits 


for the elderly stemmed chiefly . 


from efforts by Lt. Gov. Neil 
Hartigan. 

‘The Walker camp explains 
its showing contending 
that the governor spent his 
first year concentrating on 
establishing state govern- 
ment in a “new directi . 
Lack of legislative ac- 
complishment is explained by 
slim GOP control, one vote each 
in the House and Senate at the 
opening of the 1973 session. 
Ogilvie started with a 
Republican-controlled _legis|- 
ature, 94 to 81 in the House and 
38 to 19 in the Senate. But the 
Republicans were so divided, in 
large measure as a result of the 
bitter 1968 primary, that he 
could not count on a united GOP 
front.

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Another gold album 
for Paul McCartney 


Well, you can chalk up an- 
other gold ‘album for Paul 
McCartney and Wings as he 
proves he not only.can do it 
again and again, but also bet- 
ter and better. ‘Band On The 
Run" off the Apple Label and 
distributed by Capitol Rec- 

-ords took off to such a fast 
pace that it wound up in the 
top 30 after only one week of 
sales, 

The hit cut ‘Helen Wheels’ 
would have been enough to in- 
sure chart success for Paul’s 
LP, but as usual he offers an 
additional nine cuts all of 
which are equally fine. Cut in 
London and Lagos, this album 
includes smoking rock, vi- 
brant instrumentals and of 
course a couple of soft, subtle 
ballads. 

Few people have enjoyed 
the kind of track record that 
Paul has amassed with and 
without his former associates 
the Beatles. And ‘Band On 
The Run” proves that there's 
plenty of mileage left in him. 


All the tunes were penned 
by McCartney with the excep- 
tion of “No Words,” which 
was co-written by Denny 
Laine. Side one starts off with 
the rocking title cut and slides 
nicely into ‘‘Jet,” which is ex- 
tremely reminiscent of the 
Beatles’ early studio work 
‘This is followed by the tender 
sensitive ballad “Bluebird” 
sung by Paul and his wife 
Linda. 


Side two begins with the 
ballads ‘‘Mamunia” and ‘‘No 
Words” then flashes into the 
super hot ‘Helen Wheels.” 
You'll find a little of every- 
thing in ‘Picasso's Last 
‘Words (Drink To Me)’ from a 
French interlude to a drunken 
chorus. And those sax solos 
that you hear popping up now 
and then are done by Howie 
Casey. 

A great deal of McCartney's 
success is due to his ability to 
establish a full sound using 
the harmonic weaving of his 
clear crisp vocals and the 
driving professionalism of the 
band. With the wide range of 
talents that the group has, 
which they often and easily let 
run free in any direction, its 
plain to see how Paul and his 
band on the run found that pot 
of gold once again. Also in- 
cluded with the album is a 
large poster covered with 
candid photos of Paul, Linda 
and the band.

There's not much one can 
say about Bette Midler that 
hasn’t already been said at 
least a thousand times before.

policy at SIUC 


A change in policy for ad- 
mitting out-of-state and tran- 
sfer students to Southern 
Illinois University at Car- 
bondale has. been approved by 
SIU trustees. 

Present requirements “limit 
out-of-state admittees to those 
in the upper 40 per cent of their 
high school class. and admit 
those in the upper half of. their 
class but not in the upper 40 per 
cent to summer conditional 
enrollment only. 

In-state students are ad- 
mitted if they are in the upper 
half of their high sehool class, or 
are accepted for summer 
conditional enrollment if they 
fall below that rank. 

The new resolution eliminates 
the difference between criteria 
for out-of-state and in-state 
admission and restricts sum- 
mer conditional enrollment to 
in-state students. 

Presently, transfer students 
with less than a C average may 
be admitted on probation for the 
summer term provided that 
tangible evidence is submitted 
that these students can suc- 
cessfully complete additional 
education. 

The new resolution changes 
this policy to provide for ad- 
mission of such students on 
probation in any term and 
broadens the definition of 
“tangible evidence.” 

Advocates of the modification 
said there is no rational basis 
for granting preferential ad- 
mission status to in-state 
students at a time when 
enrollments have leveled off in 
higher education. | The 
recommendation for 
modification contained in the 
resolution said, ‘‘Now that the 
university has room for ad- 
ditional students, such 
discrimination appears to make 
little sense by any standards.”

A third meeting on the 
organization of a . governing 
board for secondary sewage 
treatment in Madison, Venice, 
East St. Louis and other areas is 
to be scheduled later this month 
in Washington Park. 

The first meeting was held 
Jan. 3 in Madison and Mayor 
James E. Williams of East St. 
Louis hosted the second session 
Jan. 9. 

At both sessions, mayors and 
township representatives 
openly expressed an un- 
willingness to accept the Metro- 
East Regional Treatment 
Association (MERTA) plan 
which was contrived by 
Williams, Mayor Paul Sauget of 
Sauget ‘and Jack Scoville, 
president of the East Side Levee 
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more Information 


and Sanitary District 

The heads of the commurities 
involved agree regionalism will 
save money in secondary 
treatment but disagree on the 
structure of a board to oversee 
the selling of bonds for the plant 
and the setting of sewage 
treatment rates. 

Building one plant to serve 
East St. Louis and surrounding 
communities, including 
Madison and Venice, could save 
the communities involved as 
much fas $100,000 each year, 
according to* studies. All 
existing primary sewage 
treatment plants would direct 
their flows to the secondary 
treatment plant. 

Construction of secondary 
treatment plants is being or- 
dered by the Federal 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, which also is stressing 
the use of a regional approach. 

A study by the Southwestern 
Illinois Metropolitan Area 
Planning Commission 
(SIMAPC) recommended 
Granite City building its own 
plant which also would serve 
Nameoki, Chouteau and Venice 
townships. SIMPAC also has 
recommended that Madison 
and Venice be linked with East 
St. Louis, despite statements

7 Mike Sasyk that his 
would rather utilize 
the Granite City plant. 

“This issue is threatening to 
sink us,” Sasyk has said, adding 
that the plan linking Madison 
and Venice to East St. Louis. ‘tis 
like a noose around our necks 
and we can't shake it off.” 

Sasyk hosted the first meeting 
in an attempt to reach a com- 
promise on the makeup of the 
governing board. 

‘The original MERTA plan, 
which has been endorsed by the 
state but requires the approval 
of the communities involved, 
calls for only three members of 
the governing board, Williams, 
Sauget and Scoville. 

The heads of 14 other com- 
munities would serve on an 
advisory body which would 
have authority to vote on issues 
only when one of the three 
principal governing board 
members voted to veto the 
issue. A majority vote by the 
governing board then would 
decide the question. 

Several alternate plans have 
been presented, including two 
by Sasyk. One called for the 
three principal users, Williams, 
Sauget and Scoville, to have 
permanent ‘seats with four 
rotating seats going to the 


smaller communities. That plan 
was eliminated after con- 
versation at the Jan. 3 meeting. 

Sasyk’s second’ plan, 
presented Jan. 9, called for 
elimination of the levee board 
from the governing body and 
setting up a five-man board 
with only Williams and Sauget 
having permanent seats and the 
other three seats rotating 
among the smaller com- 
munities. That plan, also, has 
not received support by the 
principals, notably Williams 
and Scoville, 

Williams sticks by the 
position that East St. Louis will 
have 40 per cent of the flow into 
the new. plant and that he will 
not settle for less than 40 per 
cent, or perhaps one-third, of 
the voting authority.

Energy, campaigns, budget re 


By MELVIN PRICE 
Member of Congress 

When the 93rd Congress 
reconvenes this month, it will 
face one of its most challenging 
sessions in recent years. The 
energy crisis will be the most 
urgent matter dealt with, but 
other important issues will also 
be considered. 

‘The year of 1974 promises to 
be one of challenge not only for 
the representatives of the 
people but for the people 
themselves. 

The energy crisis and_ its 
consequences may require 
sacrifice by many citizens and 


impose hardships on others. But 
through a spirit of cooperation 
and community, the nation will 
persevere in this time of ad- 
versity as it has others in the 
past 

During the last session, 
Congress took measures to ease 
the impact of fuel shortages, 
and more legislation directed at 
the same object will be con- 
sidered in early 1974 

The most important piece of 
energy. legislation, _ the 
Emergency Energy Act, will be 
up for immediate consideration. 
The Act was near final passage 
in December. but the House 


could not agree to a Senate 
version, basically because it did 
not include a provision limiting 
windfall profits for oil com- 
panies 

The Act will give the 
President wide-ranging 
powers—including authority to 
ration fuel—to stabilize the 
energy situation. 

Congress will also consider 
other bills designed to cope with 
the energy problem, including 
one which would set up 2 
Federal Energy 
Administration. 

There is a major bill on 
energy research and 


development which will be 
important in preventing a 
recurrence of the shortage. 
Congress will take a fresh look 
at development of coal 
resources, and Southern Illinois 
could play an important role in 
such plans 

Already, the Department of 
Interior is studying a plan to 
build a coal liqu ction and 
gasification plant in Southern 
Illinois. 

It is difficult to predict now 
whether gasoline rationing will 
become necessary in 1974. 

If the people are willing to 
take voluntary energy con- 


Bill proposes SIVUE autonomy

For example, beginning Nov. 
10 the Illinois state police began 
50 miles per hour routine 
patrols, plus 15 minutes per 
hour stationary patrols. These 
measures were taken in 
response to the energy and 
budgetary crises. 

The totals are in and some 
savings were realized. 

For example, during October, 
353,536 gallons of gas were used 
by the state police vehicles. The 
next month, with 21 days under 
the reduced speed limit, 304,334 
gallons were consumed, a 
reduction of 49,202 gallons. 

Compared with November 
1972, with 374,825 gallons con 
sumed, a saving of 70,491 
gallons .was realized in the 
November 1973 figures. 

Miles per. gallon-wise, 
October 1973 found the fleet 
average at 8.9 mpg while the 
November 1973 figure improved 
to 9.1 mpg. 

During November 1972, the 
fleet average stood at 8.2 mpg. 

The nearly 17,000 vehicles 
used by the stdte police are 
primarily standard sized 
vehicles.

Grain allotment 
forms available 


Fartns without a feed grain 
allotment may have an_allot- 
ment for the 1974 program year 
established if they meet 
eligibility requirements. An 
application for a new farm feed 
grain allotment must be filed 
with the County Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service Office at Edwardsville, 
Illinois by Feb. 15. 

Feed grain allotments for 1974 
are established automatically 
for all eligible old feed grain 
farms, The new farm provision 


applies only to farms that do not 


have an allotment. 

To be eligible for a new farm 
allotment, neither the owner 
nor the operator of the farm 
may have an interest in any 
other farm which has a feed 
grain allotment established for 
1974. The operator must expect 
to obtain more than 50 per cent 
of his 1974 income for farming.

The time has come for us to 
make plans for a new year of 
business. Last year at this time; 
we seemed to ‘be worried about 
the loss of jobs in our com- 
munity and what impact it 
would have on‘the local level. 

We again had the best year 
ever, with record sales. 
However, we experienced much 
higher material cost. Wages did 
not take as large a jump as in 
previous years. 

There have been periods 
when certain materials were in 
short supply, but we,think 1973 
was the worst. 

What we used to get in two 
weeks may take six or eight 
weeks now. It is needless to say 
what happens to the price when 
the demand is greater than the 
supply 

We receive letters almost 
daily from suppliers and 
manufacturers giving the same 
old story: ‘Due to rising cost of 
raw materials, we can no longer 
absorb these increases; with 
regret. we must pass them on.” 

Some items have doubled in 
price, such as wood doors and 
trim. 

A year and a half ago, we 
could give a customer an 
estimate and it would hold good 
for three months, but now it 
may change the same week. 

Ii cannot all be blamed on the 
energy crisis. I got a laugh out 
of the sample gasoline rationing 
coupon that appeared in the 
newspaper and on_ television 
with the picture of George

Record fee collection 


A record $3,116,187 was 
collected during 1973 in forced 
registrations from trucks en- 
tering Mlinois without proper 
licensing, Secretary of State 
Michael J! Howlett announced 
this week. 

This figure was almost double 
the $1,651,760 paid by unlicensed 
out-of-state truckers in 1972- 

“Our emphasis on fore 
registration this past year has 
béen of substantial importance 
to the Illinois trucking in- 
dustry,"” Howlett said. 

“They have been paying 
established license fees while 
many out-of-state truckers were 
using our highways in com- 
petition without the added 
costs.” 

Mainly responsible for the 
increased revenué was an 
extensive training program in 
the secretary of Sstate’s in- 
vestigation division. Truck 
license violation procedures 
were stressed in the training of 
all 200 investigators. A three- 
shift schedule was. instigated 
and out-of-state trucks are now 
checked on weekends. 

“Another major factor has 


been the cooperation of the 
Illinois State Police, Illinois 
Commerce Commission and 
local police officers, Howlett 
explained. 

Every truck using [Illinois 
roads must have an_ Illinois 
based plate, an out-of-state 
based plate with a pro-rate 
decal, an Illinois. reciprocity 
plate or trip permit: 

Trucks without legal! licensing 
a .d until payment of the 
license is made. All money 
received is placed in the state 
road fund. 

Statistics show that $1,287,011 
was collected through forced 
registration in 1971; ap- 
proximately $800,000 in 1970 and 
approximately $500,000 in 1969

This combined booster station 
tank and main installation 
project représents one of the 
finest system improvements to 
the Tri-Cities area possible. 

It now provides sufficient 
backup storage for better fire 
protection, and insures more 
stable water pressures 
particularly during hot summer 
months when added demands 
are placed on the distribution 
system. 

Pumping and purification 
plant improvements were 
hampered last spring due to the 
highest flood crests in recorded 
history, and all efforts were 
aimed at keeping our plant at 
Chouteau Island intact 

Despite tremendous 
flood destruction, we continued 
to pump over 30 million gallons 
of raw water per day from this 
facility on the banks of the
